General requirements for manuscripts 
submitted for publication in The Hospi- 
tal Medical Staff are as follows: 


* Subject matter should relate to medi- 
cal staff organization, medical care ap- 
praisal, medical education, trends in 
health care delivery, mecical staff-hospi- 
tal staff relations, coordination of ser- 
vices, and/or general administrative or 
departmental considerations of interest 
to and involving medical staff members 
of hospitals or other health care 
institutions. 


* Articles must be original and sub- 
mitted exclusively to The Hospital Medi- 
cal Staff. 


¢ Manuscripts should be typed double- 
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spaced with at least one-inch margins. 


* Preferred length is six to eight manu- 
script pages. 


* Two copies of the manuscript should 
be submitted. 


A short outline or a simple statement 
of the idea of an article may be sub- 
mitted for editorial comment and sug- 
gestions, pursuant to development of an 
article.
